Rights Act and Negro demon- 
strations; the Republican front- 
lash signifies votes by moder- 
ate Republicans against Gold- 
water because of his conserva- 
tive views. 


There were some sharp dis- 


sents from the prevailing views 
in the survey. Gov. Albertis S. 
Harrison of Virginia, for exam- 
ple, said, "People are getting 
fed up with the sit-ins, wade-ins, 
kneel-ins, and what have you. I 
think unless the situation abates 
it will be very harmful for Dem- 
ocratic chances." 


But most leaders agreed with 


the presidential candidate of 
1952 and 1956, U.N. Ambassador 
Adlai E. Stevenson. 


"If we respect the law ,if we 


don't tolerate violence and dis- 
order, if we practice what we 
preach about equality, if the 
strong help the weak and the 
rich the poor, there won't be 
any lashing," Stevenson said. 


The different views on how to 


deal with the problem were re- 
vealed i n contrasting 
state- 


ments from Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown of California and Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey of Minne- 
sota. 


"We're not going to deal with 


it at all," said Brown. 


"Much of the effects of any 


white backlash on civil rights 
will be dispelled if we explain 
'exactly what is in the bill" said 
'Humphrey. 


Brown, 
elaborating on the 


strategy of forgetting the back- 
lash, said, "We're just going to 
ddal with the positive aspects of 
what the administration has ac- 
complished. . 
We think there 


complished. We think there is a 
frontlash. Time righteousness of 
our position was shown by the 
ijnany Republicans voting for 
the civil rights bill." 


Humphrey, elaborating on the 


strategy of meeting the issue 
head-on by explaining the civil 
rights bill, said, "For instance, 
it does not affect housing, it 
does not affect job security, and 
yet it is in these areas where 
the fears arise."

Enephalitis 
War Raging 
at Houston 


HOUSTON, 
Tex. 
(AP)~ 


Houston has recorded 179 sus^ 
pected encephalitis cases) and 
the city health officer says a 
possibility exists that a major 
epidemic may occur". 


Seventeen deaths have been 


attributed to the disease in the 
last 30 days. 


As the number of suspected 


cases grew, the geographical 
spread of the disease-^carried 
by mosquitoes-widened over the 
city. 


"There is nothing like the con- 


centration toward the center of 
the city that we saw in the early 
reports," Dr. C. A. Pigford, city 
health officer, said.

How can you estimate that 


your 
child 
will 
successfully 


graduate from the 12th grade 
without dropping out orflunking 
out? If recent drop-out and 
flunk-outs studies are any indi- 
cation, a student in the 5th 
grade has only 2 out of 3 chan- 
ces to get to high school and 
get his diploma. A harsh reality 
is th efact that children no ware 
leaving school at an appalling 
rate of one million per 
year, 


thereby cutting off their chance 
for a better job, cutting their 
lifetime income potential severe- 
ly and increasing the threat of 
unemployment. Because of these 
facts, every attention should be 
given to a stronger 
drop-out 


prevention program. 


As compared to a drop-out's 


typical flunk-out student's caus- 
es are varied and complex; his 
academic failure can be turned 
into a pattern that is frequent 
and apparent. Though a flunk- 
out student's ability to succeed 
is rated as higher, more and 
more flunk-out students fail to 
survive because of immaturi- 
ty, family pressure and social 
distractions. But simple cases of 
flunk-outs due to a physical or 
financial failure are few. For in 
time, as he realizes a need for 
greater successful achievement, 
the flunk-out student will return 
to school with confidence and 
subsequent desire to continue on 
the path to eventful academic 
success and personal fulfillment. 


There are "warning signals" 


a parent should be alert to, 
from early grades on up. A typ- 
ical drop-out student is retarded 
in his reading and math studies. 


of the Nation's 
the Flunk Outs 


He is so far behmd in these two 
subjects, no matter how hard 
he may try, he can't keep up 
with high school assignments. 
He migt also be failing one or 
more subjects. Therefore, by the 
time he reaches the age of 16, 
his academic problems mount 
and he sees no easy escape from 
this constant failure but to drop- 
out of school. 


His basic problem didn't de- 


velop just at the high school le- 
vel. It should have been appar- 
ent in his 2nd or 3rd grades. If 
reading or arithmetic difficulties 
occur,, the sooner you get help 
for him, the less chance of his 
dropping out of school later. A 
drop-out isn't inclined toward 
athletics or extra-curricular af- 
fairs. Socially, too, he feels In- 
adequate He lacks the interest 
which so readily ties young peo- 
ple to their school and class- 
mates with loyalty and enthus- 
iasm. Thus dwindle the chances 
of earning success and status 
for himself. There's much par- 
ents can do to develop youngs- 
ters' social finesse and athletic 
skills, encourage hobbies and 
other ineress while he is sill 
in elementary school. A dad 
who passes a football to his son, 
for backyard fun and a mom 
who greets his friends with a 
cheerful smile and cookies and 
milk, are already smoothing the 
path into high school complet- 
ion. 


A drop-out% has no real goal or 


purpose in life. He sees no con- 
nection between his fuure life 
and what he's doing in school. 
He has no real idea of what he 
wants out of life except perhaps 


a car and pocket money. There 
is much a parent can do to help 
his child look toward the future, 
without falling into the trap of 
dictating his future. From the 
1st grade on, parents should en- 
courage by pointing his achieve- 
ments at school and how they 
can affect his future success. A 
drop-out's parents* as a rule, 
don't realize the value of an ed- 
ucation, for a large •- majority 
failed to complete high school 
themselves: many go only as 
far as the 6th grade. Typically, 
a child's attendance at school

portant. 


There is much you. as a re- 


sponsible parent, can do to help 
your youngster understand the 
value of an education. Send him 
off fresh and neat-looking ve- 
ery morning so he can feel at 
ease with his contemporaries. 
Encourage him to talk about 
his school day; participate in 
school-parent groups; treat his 
accomplishments and bis prob 
lems with attentiveness. Discuss 
types of jobs and how he should 
best prepare for them; insist 
that his home work be done be- 
fore watching TV or engaging 
in other recreation.

rules should be given, top, such 
as "Use flashlights to find gas 
leaks, disconnect appliances not 
in use, never run wiring under 
rugs, and don't use worn elec- 
tric cords." Emphasize the dan- 
ger of standing on chairs, run- 
ning out in the street without 
'first looking, care with barbed 


wire and innumerable other ord- 
inary domestic situations. A list 
of rules for the home can 
be 


hung in an accessible place. 
Maybe a bulletin board organi- 
zed by the children and exhibit- 
ed in their room could help to 
make the family safety consc- 
ious. 


And, of course, parents should 


be constantly aware of leaving 
poisonous or dangerous articles 
within a child's reach. In rural 
areas, especially, death lurks in 
old, discarded ice-boxes. 


With the opening of the school 


year, health and safety should 
be major factors in family life. 
Carelessness in duty unaware- 
ness of potential dangers can 
cause a multitude of problems. 
Parents must realize that trage- 
dy doesn't always happen in 
some other family. "It can hap- 
pen here."

They 
also see how excess harmfui 
salts in the earch come out in 
the same way through the por- 
ous sides of the pot, so that the 
plant enjoys better helath. 


I This demonstration is so easy 
to do and understand, that mo- 
thers are also teaching pre 
schoolers that container gard- 
jening is fun. Naturally, thr 
' children enjoy the whole idea of 
taking care of their own minia- 
ture gardens.

For more advanced youngs- 


1 ters, who are interested in the 
life sciences, these clay pot gar- 
dens are ideal for science fa» 
projects. A youngster might try 
growing six tomato plants from 
seed, using a different plant 
food on each plant. He will 
quickly observe that any foo<i 


1 deficient in nitrogen, for exam- 
ple, will result in small, stunted 
plants. In this way, he learns, 
and can demonstrate, the im- 
portance of a balanced diet for 
all living things.
